‘Premier’s Reply. to Mr. Bottomley. 


: London, February 18. 
After a sncech by Mr. Lloyd Gearge, the House of Commons, by’ 
I8L votes to 4", rejucted aa amondment to the Address, moved by 
Mr. Bottomi-y, “characteristically criticising the Government's 
* conduct as regards reparations and indemnities. 

“The Premier, referring to reparations, said at the forthcoming 
conforence thoy would try to get the last farthing from Germany, but 
he would not\‘advanco proposals which, according to experts, 
he knew were impossible of fulfilment. Germany had handed over a | 
vast quantity of raw materials, ships and coals, and the Reparations 
Commission were examining the divergent viows of the Allies and 

. the Germans regarding the value thereof. Referring to the suggea- 
tion to send officials to Gerniany to coflect Customa, he said it wag 
oasy onough to collect paper marks there, but it was a different 
thing to transfer thei hero at the rate of 23:) to the £. . Ho declared 
that no country in the world contd pay the whole cost of the war. 

Alludiog to Mr. Bottomley's remarks that Holland had treated 
the Allied Notes contemptnously and that the Allies had abjectly 
kow-towed Lo Holland in requesting ber to pocket her scruples as 
regards the ex-Kaiser, Mr. Lioyd George did not think Holland 
would have surrendered the ex-Kaiser on the simplo insistenco of 
Britain and France. Both tho latter concluded that we could not 
afford anything in the nature of hostile action and that, it.was not 

» worth i. Tt would have been undignified for a great nation merely 
to bluff and say “ Unlexs you do this, we will do that.” Ho said tha 
trial of othor war criminals would be pressed at the forthcoming 
Conference, also the necessity for Germany to balance her accounts 
and improve her currency. He opined that the mark was not so 
ragged as it appeared.

At a ministerial conference on German reparations, Signor 

» Damolio, one of tho Italian delegates to the Roparations Conference, 
stated that Germany during the first yeare would pay 75 per cent. 
in goods and 25 per cont. incash and would gradually increase the 
cakh paymonts until all payments had boon mado in cash. 


Exit America. 
Paris, !ebruary 18. 

The Amorican sen,i-official delegation has withdrawn from the 
Reparations Commission, The American Governmant, in a Note on 
tho subject, declares thatthe decision was taken: only after long 
hesitation and very careful examination of the question. It points out 
that as the United States hus; not ratified the Peace. Treaty its 
representation on the Commission ik anomalous, and as the 
Amorican Government has not collaborated with the Allies in 
drawing up plane for the moditication of tho Treaty, it is useless to 
maintain oven -a soisi-official represontative ‘on the’ Commission 
which will carry out the plans. 


“THE MILNER REPORT ON EGYPT. 


Immediate Self-Government, Plus an Anglo-Egyptian. Treaty. 
; : London, February 18. 
The Milner report has been’ issued and recommonds immediate 
golf-government for Egypt, but in view of the essential British 
interests it is nocessary to arrange an Anglo-Egyptian treaty in 
order to secure our spocial position. There is-to be a British 
reprosentative in Egypt to enable us to maintain a force for tho 
protection o° the Imperial communications and to, ensure that 
Kgyptian policy shall be in tine with that of the British Eimpure.

2 « _ Later. 
‘ ‘Tho report points out {hat Egypt is not yet in aposition to 
disponse. with British osgsistance,.instancing the case of: ths 
capitulations or extra-territorial rights with exemption from taxation 
granted to foreigners, without the removal of which no Egyptain 
Government could enjoy real ,independence, since, despite the 
prosporous condition of the country, they are crippling finance and 
starving essential services. On the other hand, the removal of 
theao restrictions as well as the reorganisation of the mixed 


tribunals, can only, be accomplished through the mediation of, 


Britain, who therefore will necossarily have to secure @ position in 
in Egypt enabling har to assure security of the lives and property 
of foreigners before it can be hoped to induce the Powers to part 
with their present privileges.

: : Berlin, February 18. 

’ Speaking. again at Karlsruhe, Herr Simons repeated Germany’s 
refusal. to aécept the Allied reparations plans and declared that the 
latter recRoned without their host for they could not succeed -in 
obtaining such ‘a- draft on the future. He anticipated the Allies at 
the London Conference will rebel against the German ‘counter 
proposals, whereupon the situation will bé the same as before. The 
Paris Conference Peace ‘Treaty stipulations then remain in force, 
whereunder the Allies must communicate their reparation claims by 
May Ist and a decision must be reached regarding the terma of pay- 
ment, after which the Reparation Commission will periodically 
consider Germany’s ability to pay. He stated ‘that the Reparations 
Commission had’ received two billion sterling in bonds on the 
conclusion of peace which are not negotiable and a similar additional 
amount would shortly be issued, but no financial power in the world 
could give money thereon. He cofcluded that therefore the Peace 
Treaty stipulatiuns signified nothing’ but a lasting declaration of 
uncertainty. ‘ ;

Tho ¢all was received by 
the Fire Brigade at 2.05 a.m., 
when a@ genoral turn-out’ was 
made, Directed by the Station 
Supoerintendént, Mr. Moss, the 
firemen by tho lavish application 
of water, succeeded in 
the flames from 
spreading to.any extent. to the 
neighbouring houses, Of these, 
No. 141 and No. 143, occupied 
respectively, by the Far Enst 
'rading Company and a piece 
goods firm owed the greater 
extent of the damage inflicted 
to them to. water, while 
the two buildings contiguous 
to theso also suffered 
from the same cause. 

By four o'clock the fire was 
got under control, but was not 
actually extinguished until a 
late hour this morning. 
The origin of the damage 
is. not known, as all traces 
were removed when No, 143 
came down. The damage done 
amounts to a considerable sun, 
but is believed to .bo- covered by

FILLING THE COOLING SYSTEM 
‘ If water is found to -be low, tho 
cooling system should not be 
filled too suddenly while the en- 
ginels hot. Pour in about half 
a bucket of water while the 
engine is running and wait a few 
minutes before adding more. 
Cold water coming into contact 
with red-hot cylinders will crack

Before assuming that. there is 
enough water in the cooling sys- 
tem, it is best to start the motor 
and let it run slowly, then to 
continue pouring the water into 
the radiator until full. 

CRANK INTERMITTENTLY.

THE U.S. STEEL 
INDUSTRY. 


—— 


Survey of 1920 Conditions. 


Some interesting points are 
brought out in the year’s survey 
of the steel industry made by tho 
Pittsburgh correspondent of the 
New York Eventng Post, 

It took the steel industry three 
or four months more .than was 
predicted to make up the shortage 
produced by the iron and stcel 
and bituminous coal strikes late 
in 1919. Tho prolongation of the 
period of shortage is attributable 
in part to the railroad strikes that 
began April J, restricting the 
production of steel and delaying 
‘the shipment of much ofthe 
steel that was produced, but 
there was also a greater demand 
for steel than bad been expected. 
It. was not until carly in October 
that the r&striction in steel out- 
put began, due to lack of orders. 
All the previous restrictions were 
due to physical causes, while in 
November and December the 
decrease was rapid. Appearances 


exaggerated the decrease, how- 
ever, as it was confined to the 
indopendents. 

In other words, circumstances 
were not promising for a con- 
sumptive demand continuously 
for the amaunt of steel that the 
industry could produce if given 
reasonably favourable manufac- 
turing conditions, and the results 
were ag expected for the produc- 
tion during to first ten months 
of the year averaged 80 por cent. 
of capacity, and the divergence 
in either direction from that rate 
in particular months were not 
great, The decline in production 
in November and December 
pulled the year's average down 
to 78 per cent. 


NO CAPACITY DEMAND FOR 
* STREL, 

It would have been strange, 
indeed, if there had been a 
capacity demand for stool in 1920. 
There was relatively little new 
construction in large projects 
involving the use of important 
tonnages of steel, and railroad 
consumption, previously a Jarge 
factor, was conspicuously light. 
The steel- making capacity, how- 
ever, had increased by 50 per cent. 
since 1914. A combination of 
favourable circumstances — is 
necessary to produce a full 
demand for steel for any long 
period. A capacity demand for 
steel is, indeed, somewhat 
unusual, If that statement be 
doubted, let it be noted that in no 
calendar year between 1906 and 
1916 was there full operation of 
the steel industry throughout the 
year. In that period the capacity 
increased about 80 per cent. 

The steel industry made very 
large profita in 1920, and: the 
profits were secure, not materially 
reduced by inventory shrinkage 
at the end of the year, and not 
impaired at all by uncollectible 
accounts, as the. steel industry 
does practically a cash business. 
The Steel Corporation's reported 
earnings were large, yet bofore 
earnings were reported large 
allowances had been made for 
various contingencies. The cor- 
poration did all the writing off 
for which any reason could be 
assigned. The independents, 
however, made still larger. profits 
than the Steel Corporation. They 
had higher costs, but: they had 


very much higher seiling prices. 
All other steel aks of 


1920 sink into insignificgnco in 
comparison with the te great 
act of the wholo group of 
independents leaving the Steel 
Corporation ‘price level and 
establishing markets of theirown 
at much higher figures. In many 
cases the difference was equal to, 
and in some cases was ovon 
double or trinle; the pron Pra- 
Vailing in. 1914.

Nor was this price divergence 
a omall matter in the aggregate. 
There is no basis for estimating 
that the independent steel mills 
received for their output in 1920 
between $250,000,000 and $350,- 
000,000 more than they would 
have received if they had held 
their prices down to tho Steel 
Corporation or Industria! Board 
schedule. It should ~ bo 
noted, however, that .if tho 
corporation had advanced its 
prices its profits would not have 
been increased by any large 
fraction of this amount, for the 
corporation was fairly well. sold 
up at the boginnirg of tho year, 
afid the advances would not have. 
applied’ on shipments for more 
than afew months. The indopond- 
ents were able to profit upon their 
advances with relative pro mptness 
because there had been undesigned 
cooperation between buyer and 
seller in limiting commitments, 
The independent mills did not 

wish to sell far ahead, whilo the 
buyers, recognizing the candition 
as purely temporary, even though 
it might be prolonged for months, 
did not wish to buy far ahead. 

Before leaving this phasé of the 
subjoct it is to be remarkod that 
the developments of 1920 
probably mark a permament 
change inthe relations. between 
the Steel Corpotation and the 
buyers of steol and place the 
Steel Corporation and tho in- 
dependonts in separate, classes 
as to price policies for all time, 
The Steel Corporation, whose 
stand for fair and alowly moving 
prices at all times had previously 
been ‘exemplified more often by 
an unwillingness to. reduce 
prices than by an unwilli igness 
to advance them, though upon 
several occasions the latter dis- 
position had been plainly ex- 
emplified, gave in 1920 a con- 
vincing exhibition that it had 
unlimited determination to hold 
prices down when its philosophy 
suggested. that this should, be 
done. » Naturally that cemented 
the ties between it and ite 
customers, and those ties were fur- 
ther strengthened by the absence 
of any room for suspicion on 
the part of customers that de- 
liveries ‘to them were being 
curtailed to enable the corpora- 
tionto fill more profitable business, 
Undoubtedly there were many 
independents who, although play- 
ing their part fairly with cus 
tomers, were suspected of neglect- 
ing low-priced orders in favour of 
higher-priced orders more recent- 
ly booked. There were other 
independents against which such 
suspicions were only too well 
-founded. * 


NEW ALIGNMENTS IN 
STEEL TRADE. , 


The outcome is a new align- 
mént The Steel Corporation ' 
will have a more regular trade 
and will operate more steadily- 
then the independents, who will, 
in & measure, receive overflow 
business at times, The Stee!

STEEL NOT A BAROMETER, 

The stoel industry has often 
been spoken of as “ the barometer 
of trade.” In the sonse in which 
this expression is usually conceiv- 
ed the steol industry has not been 
the barometer of trade to any 
great extent, but. in other and 
peculiar ways it has had an 


intimate relation with business in| sk 


general, and it has furnished 
some interesting means of analy- 
zing general trade. Tho steel 
industry first won the designation 
by receiving large orders for 
structural steel when heavy 
building operations were cotitem- 
plated, and large railroad orders 
when money was easy and rail- 
road managers expected an 
increase in traffic, Such orders 
wero unimportant in tho steel 
business of 1920, which was made 
up chiefly of steel demand for oil 
development and transport, for 
the making of machinery and 
tools, and though to an extent 
commonly overrated, for the 
building of automobiles. 

» High prices in retail stores 
constituted a prominent factor in 
business conditions of 1920, and 
the very large purchasing power 
of: employees of the industry, 
numbering well over half a 
.million, with wage rates between 
double and triple those of- 1913, 


was a factor in maintaining high 


retail prices, particularly in such 


steel manufactuning centres as]. 


Pitrsburgh. 

In a detailed analysis the steel 
industry has 
information as to the character 
of business activity in 1920. As 
just noted, there was an 
altogether exceptional demand 
for what ure known as “oil 
‘country goods " and even the 
failura of many mushroom - oil 
concerns: did ‘not remove the 
demand, for by far the major 
part was strictly legitimate. The 
chief slowing down in stee! de- 
mand from the oil fields was due 
o the postponement of tho 
development of projects to await 
time- when labour for sinking 
wells and laying pipe lines 
should be cheaper and more 
plentiful. : 

DEMAND FOR MACHINERY. 

Tho demand for steel for 
machinery, particularly electrical 
machinery, was particularly 
heavy, suggesting that there was 
much activity by way of improv- 
ing power plants, while the build-

steel, was not large.

The Housing Loans. | 

After what appeared’ to be somo 
reticence on tho matter, the 
Government has made public the 
names of those who have secured 
or been promised loans under the 
scheme for the encouragement of 


J house-building. In November last, 


Mr. Pollock asked for the inclusion 
in the Colony's Blue Book of 
details of those Joans, but he was 
informed that after careful con- 
sideration the Government con- 
sidered it inadvisable to publisha 
statement of the character sought, 
though the details would, of 
course, be available to membors 
of the Council. ‘However, by dint 
of plodding away, Mr. Pollock haa 
been able to - get issued 
a most interesting statement 
on tha subject, which, analysed, 
shows that. up to date a sum 
of $981,000 “has been prom’sed in 
loans, of which- $500,000 has been 
actually advanced. Iti also dis- 
closed that these loans have been 
made in respect of building opera- 
tions which are expected to yicld 
108 flats or houses, which is quite 
a respectable total, though over 
thirty of theseare Chineso houses 
being put up at Shamshuipo. 
What has struck everybody who 
has read the list down is that in 
only one caso has a loan’ been 
advanced to an individual build- 
ing for himself. Inasmuch as 
the original intention was to 
encourage people to erect their 
own houses, this is to be regrott- 
ed. It»may, of course, be a 
question of security, though 
we should have thought that it 
would be quite safe to lend money 
at a low rato of interest to 
individuals who are more or less 
permanently stationed in the 
Colony and occupying. decant 
billets. In any cava, the Govern- 
ment would always have the 
houses as security. If -it were 
‘made freely known that the 
Government were willing to help 
‘intending builders by advancing 
part of the cost of construction 
and: by offering cheap tand, we 
are sure many would take steps 
to own their homes. For that 
reason, we much regret the 
intimation that no more money is 
to be loaned, As things are, we 
fear that amongst those who have 
received advances aré some who 
really could have done with- 
out Government accommodation. 
And it would bo interesting to 
know whether the list, as present- 
ed, iscomplete. ° : 


Harbour Revenue. 


There is a good deal to be ‘said 
both for and against the Govern- 
ment’s desire to keop Light Dues 
at their present level now that 
the special expenditure on the 
Yaumati typhoon shelter has 
been paid for.
